PROPITABLR INDUSTRY 



,A farmer across the river in Indi- 
ana recently sold his peach crop for 
I'l.OOO, Another Indiana man sold 
bis peaches tor %l a bushel in the 
orchard, and It is eatlinated that 
the crop amounts to 5,000 bushels. 

These growers evidently are 
operatini; their orcliaiils on a scien- 
titic basis. They are KrowhiK Kood 
v:iiieties of fruit. They are Kiving 
their trees proper attention. As a 
consequence they are getting good 
prices for their peaches and they are 
not even put to the trouble of deliv- 
ering the goods The buyers gather 
the crops, iiack and shi[i them. 

.Such results aie possible only 
when the grower exerts himself to 
produce flue peaches. A paach tree 
left to grow at random may bear 
fruit, but it is not likely to be fruit 
of a kind that sells for a dollar a 
bushel. An orchard without any 
< are whatever wil jiroduce sonu^lhint; 
in the way of fruit, hut it tlie varie- 
ties ale poor and the <|uality is in- 
dlffereut, the returns are likely tiT 
be Inconsiderable. 

The peach orchards in Kentucky 
have yielded a splendid harvest this 
year, but the great majority of fruit 
growers have not profited materially 
liy it. This is lieiaiise they have 
not adopted scieiitltiu methods of 
cultivation and have been oblivious 
to modern waya of marketing. — ■

dan. Hindu, Buddhist, all are war- 
riors wh" will lay down their lives 
lor th" I itii-li, and the dark-sk'l'- 
ned i'>>.Li:iiViits of the Indian aim- 
ar.- :i I^;'i'iiis force hard to sinn 

Though all arrangements fo>° of- 
fense and defense In tko present 
•treat war have been kept profound- 
ly secret. It is probable that the or- 
der to lirin.n the Indian troo|>s to 
France was not given without loiiK 
ami lan ful tliought on the PWt of 
tlx- War Ollke. 

To take the army out. of India 
would be to leave the vast empire 
open to attack from without and 
mutiny from within. There Is al- 
ways talk of uprisings in India. M 
was lliialiy decided. tlioii>;h. that 
there was no imineiiial.' pidsi(e<-l of 
liit.-riialioiial trouble in India, and 
the line-up of the allies made it Im- 
probable that any foreign attack 
would have to be realsted. With 
Oermany aa Bn^laad'a only enemy 
and the Kalsor pretty much occcu- 
pii'd at home and In China defending 
tlie I'al lierland. it was de nied al- 
most a ii-rtainty that nothing could 
o<-eur ill India tliat would ro^nlre 
the presence of troops there. 

Among the most Interesting as 
well aa the moat formidable fighting 
outflta in the Indian army are the 
miurkas. There are ten regiments 
.if rl'.e <:i i.:ka rifles. These litt'o 
lighters wlio come from .\i'pal and 
truce tlieir descent from the Raj- 
puts, would rather fight than eat. 
In appearance they are deeelvlng. 
; I hey are short, atoeky little mM. of 
I Bomewhat the appearance of the 
j.lapanese. only a bit heavier. They 
Wear pi-rpetual nrltis on their faces, 
j and the Krlns do not conn- off when 
they KO Into a liglit. 

Tliu (ihurkas were ( iimiuered In ' 
lSt4 by the Itrltlsh after years of 

hgbtlng aad have become \otfii eub- 
ieeta of Hagland. Whan the Okarka 

reglmenta were first made a part of 

the Indian army they did not seem 
to take well to orK.miZ'd methods 
of warfare. It was not until the ar- 
my autlioritli-s allowed thetn to 
make their national weapon. th(- ku- 
lol a loiig, curved knife- a part of 
their equipment that the Qhurkas 
regained their prestige as Sgbters. 
Their instructors never couM make 
them use the bayonet.

WashinKtoti. Sept. 17. Tin- 
American troops have been ordert-d 
withdrawn from Vera Cru-it. The 
statement given out at the White 
Hoaae aald this aetlon was taken in 
view of the entire removal of the 
circumstances which were thought 
to justify the oicupatlon and the 
furth.-r preseme of the troops Is 
deem<-d unnecessary. 

The announcement followed a 
discussion of the situation at cabinet 
meeting and 4ame as the direct re- 
sult of favorable advlees from Paul 
Fuller, the Presldent'a personal rep- 
resentative, who is returning from 
an in'. est inatiii^' ti iii to .Mexic ci 

The American soliliers and ma- 
liiies under (ienerai Funston. who 
have held .Mexico's principal seaport 
since April last, will embark for 
home aa soon aa the transports can 
go after them. Shortly afterward 
all the war fleet except a few light 
draft vessels, will be withdrawn. 

S|)(-cirlcally tlie .Vmerican forces 
ar-- withdrawn at tin- urK"-nl ap- 
|i(-al of (!i-neral Carranza. who ar- 
gued that no election could be free 
and without comptdslon as long as 
part of the Mexican territory was 
controlled by American forces. He 
Iiointed out. too. that the nuestlon 
of Anu-ric:in tr<iopB soon might be- 
i-onit- a doiiie.stic issue wliii-h might 
lause internal dissension. 

f)n the iinestlon of reiOKiiition it 
is known President Wilson and his 
advlaers have reached ao deelslon. 
The conference on October 1 will 
designate the provisional president, 
nho iindoiiliti-dly will be recognised 
If all factious ace. -lit liini.
